The  following*  statement  is  respectfully  submitted  as  a 
summary  report  of  the  work  of  this  institution  during  the  year 
ending  with  September  30, 1887. 

The  number  of  patients  admitted  was  208,  of  whom  116  were 
males  and  92  females.  The  number  discharged  was  260,  of 
whom  145  were  males  and  115  females;  of  these  23  males  and  23 
females  were  considered  restored,  23  males  and  22  females  im¬ 
proved,  69  males  and  48  females  stationary  and  30  males  and  22 
females  had  died. 

The  total  number  under  treatment  during  the  year  was  578 
males  and  476  females,  total  1054.  The  number  remaining  at 
the  end  was  433  males  and  361  females,  total  794,  or  52  less 
than  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

The  daily  average  was  466.99  men  and  380.92  women,  total 
847.81.  The  per  centage  of  deaths  on  the  daily  average  was 
6.13  and  on  the  total  number  under  treatment  during  the  year 
was  4.93. 

Among  those  discharged  during  the  year  were  113  Philadel¬ 
phia  patients,  a  part  of  the  220  chronic  insane  whom  we  had  for 
several  years  accommodated  to  relieve  the  pressure  for  room 
at  the  Philadelphia  Hospital.  In  this  will  be  seen  the  explana¬ 
tion  of  the  facts  j  ust  stated, that  among  those  discharged  an  unus¬ 
ually  large  number  were  stationary  and  that  the  number  in  the 
house  at  the  close  of  the  year  was  52  less  than  at  the  beginning. 
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Tlie  income  of  tlie  hospital  was  as  follows  :

The  weekly  average  expenditure  per  patient  during  the  year 
was  $3.89. 

By  the  constant  employment  of  a  small  force  of  mechanics 
with  such  assistance  as  a  number  of  patients  could  render,  the 
buildings  have  been  kept  in  thorough  repair  and  necessary  im¬ 
provements  made. 

In  April  a  small  adjoining  farm  consisting  of  97  acres  and  156 
perches  came  rather  suddenly  into  market  and  was  offered  at 
public  sale.  This  tract  constituted  a  part  of  a  larger  farm  of 
which  the  hospital  already  owned  a  number  of  acres.  With  the 
view  of  increasing  our  facilities  for  producing  the  necessary 
quantity  of  milk,  we  purchased  it  at  a  cost  of  $12,834.72.  We 
also  purchased  at  a  cost  of  $853.75  a  lot  and  house  originally  be¬ 
longing  to  this  farm,  and  located  at  one  of  the  entrances  to  the 
hospital  grounds.  Three  town  lots  were  secured  besides  at  a 
cost  of  $960 ;  for  the  purpose  of  improving  our  R.  R.  siding  and 
removing  it  further  from  the  front  of  the  hospital.  The  cost  of 
this  real  estate  was  defrayed  out  of  the  current  income  of  the 
hospital.

We  herewith  submit  to  you,  as  required  by  the  law,  our  An¬ 
nul  Report  of  the  operations  of  this  hospital  for  the  year  end- 
*  ing  with  September  30,  1888: 

The  number  of  patients  admitted  was  164  males  and  97  fe¬ 
males,  total  261.  The  number  discharged  was  104  males  and  86 
females,  total  190;  of  these  26  males  and  13  females  were  consid¬ 
ered  restored;  22  males  and  11  females  improved;  23  males  and 
3S  females  stationary,  and  33  males  and  24  females  had  died. 

The  total  number  under  treatment  during  the  year  was  597 
males  and  458  females,  total  1055.  The  number  remaining  at 
the  end  of  the  year  was  493  males  and  372  females,  total  865;  or 
71  more  than  at  the  beginning. 

The  daily  average  was  467.16  males  and  371.59  females,  total 
838.75.  The  percentage  of  deaths  on  this  daily  average  was  6.8 
and  on  the  total  number  under  treatment  during  the  year  5.4. 

Among  the  patients  discharged  unimproved  were  45  belong¬ 
ing  to  other  hospital  districts,  and  who  were  considered  hope¬ 
less  cases  before  they  came  to  us.  They  sought  and  obtained 
shelter  here,  while  room  for  them  was  being  prepared  where 
they  naturally  belong. 

The  present  and  prospective  condition  of  the  male  wards,  re¬ 
quires  not  only  attention  but  energetic  measures  for  relief. 
They  contain  at  present  nearly  150  more  patients  than  they  were 
built  for.  This  is  crowding  to  the  extent  of  25  per  cent,  at  least. 
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Tlie  regular  increase  during  the  last  5  years  has  been  50  pa¬ 
tients  per  year.  The  problem  thus  forced  upon  us  for  solution, 
has  received  our  repeated  and  earnest  consideration,  for  a  long 
time.  The  following  plan  commends  itself  to  our  judgement  as 
advantageous  both  to  the  insane  of  our  district,  and  to  the  State. 
And  we  respectfully  solicit  that  such  legislation  be  recommend¬ 
ed  as  will  permit  its  execution  with  as  little  delay  as  possible. 
This  plan  contemplates  the  erection  of  an  additional  building 
to  accommodate  300  male  patients,  at  an  outlay  of  not  more  than 
450  dollars  per  patient ;  the  cost  to  be  met  partly  by  so  much  of 
the  balance  which  has  gradually  accumulated  during  four 
years,  in  the  hospital  treasury,  as  can  prudently  be  diverted  to 
this  purpose,  and  an  appropriation  of  $70,000.  If  this  plan 
should  appear  injudicious,  and  be  rejected,  we  urgently  request 
that  some  other  method  be  devised,  that  will  practically  accom¬ 
plish  the  same  end,  namely,  deliver  these  wards  from  dan¬ 
gerous  crowding. 

The  receipts  of  the  hospital  during  the  year  just  closed  were

The  weekly  average  expenditure,  therefore,  during  the  year 
per  patient  was  $4.10.  This  has  paid  salaries,  insurance,  re¬ 
pairs  and  the  improvements  referred  to  more  in  detail  in  the  Su¬ 
perintendent’s  report  annexed  to  this.  If  the  calculation  be 
made  on  the  supposition  that  these  items  of  expenditure  do  not 
properly  enter  into  the  maintenance  account ;  that  the  articles 
secured  by  them  do  not  constitute  a  part  of  the  “  care  and  treat¬ 
ment  of  the  patients  than  the  average  cost  per  patient  per 
week  was  $3.20. 

To  meet  the  necessities  of  the  Hospital  for  the  next  two  years 
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as  here  indicated,  we  request  that  the  appropriation  made  for 
maintenance  since  1883  be  continued ;  that  we  be  authorized  to 
use  so  much  of  the  balance  in  our  treasury  as  can  properly  be 
diverted  to  this  purpose  towards  the  erection  of  an  additional 
building' for  males,  and  that  $70,000  be  appropriated  for  this 
same  building  and  its  furniture.

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Superintendent’s  Report. 

- «, - 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Hospital  : 

In  the  orderly  movement  of  the  seasons,  we  are  once  more 
brought  to  the  end  of  our  biennial  period,  when  law  and  cus¬ 
tom  require  that  the  chief  items  of  the  work  done  by  the  Hos¬ 
pital,  during  the  last  two  years  should  be  laid  before  the  public, 
and  its  present  condition  and  coming  necessities  be  considered. 
If  a  State  is  most  prosperous  when  materials  are  wanting  to 
make  its  history  interesting  or  voluminous,  we  need  not  regret 
that  what  requires  to  be  mentioned  here  will  not  make  this  an 
extended  report. 

When  the  Hospital  was  planned  and  erected  it  was  sup¬ 
posed  that  350  patients  of  each  sex  was  the  number  that  could 
be  properly  accommodated.  This  has,  however,  long  been  ex¬ 
ceeded,  especially  on  the  male  side,  which  has  150  more  than 
this  estimated  capacity ;  and  at  least  100  more  than  it  ought  to 
have. 

The  evils  of  overcrowding  are  numerous  and  manifest, 
when  into  the  space  required  for  four,  an  additional  person  is 
thrust,  all  the  conveniences  and  appliances  of  a  ward  become 
inadequate.  Nor  is  the  evil  confined  to  the  ward  alone,  but 
reaches  into  the  kitchen  and  other  departments  as  well.  But 
the  greatest  evil  is  mental,  and  arises  from  the  character  of  the 
inmates.  They  are  more  often  than  others  irritable  and  impa¬ 
tient  under  accidental  annoyances.  It  is  thus  that  collisions 
arise,  and  passions  are  stirred  up,  whereby  efforts  at  cure  are 
made  difficult  or  nullified  entirely. 

It  is  not  probable  that  time  alone  will  diminish  our  num¬ 
bers  ;  for  since  the  law  of  ’83  has  been  fairly  in  operation  the 
addition  to  the  number  of  our  male  patients  has  been  annually 
about  fifty.  The  causes  of  the  increase  cannot,  therefore,  be 
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temporary ;  and  the  hope,  if  any  one  indulges  it,  that  the  move¬ 
ment  of  the  population  will  change,  and  that  the  number  of  the 
male  patients  will  remain  stationary  or  diminish,  cannot  fail  of 
proving  delusive.  The  condition  of  the  wards,  as  in  this  view, 
it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  it  will  be  in  two  years  or  even  in  one 
cannot  fail  of  causing  anxiety.  It  would  seem  to  be  unwise  not 
to  look  at  the  matter  practically  and  devise  a  remedy,  that  can 
be  applied  before  the  coming  evils  are  upon  us. 

It  has  been  proposed  that  an  associated  dining-room  be 
erected,  in  a  suitable  place  for  all  the  patients,  and  that  the 
present  ward  dining-rooms  be  converted  into  dormitories.  This 
would  give  additional  sleeping  room  in  each  ward  for  eight  or 
ten  patients,  or  in  the  aggregate,  estimating  the  amount  of 
room  gained  liberally,  for  100  additional  patients. 

This  course  at  the  present  time  seems  hardly  advisable ; 
and  for  the  following  reasons : ! 

It  would  not  meet  the  necessities  of  the  case,  while  the 
alterations  and  additions  implied,  would  be  made,  the  number 
of  patients  we  have  now  above  what  we  ought  to  have,  added  to 
the  probable  increase  would  take  up  all  the  room  gained. 

The  conveniences  of  each  ward,  such  as  bath  room,  washing 
room,  clothes  room,  water  closets,  etc.,  are  already  in  full  de¬ 
mand  ;  were  more  patients  dependent  upon  them,  their  capacity 
would  fail. 

The  floor  space  of  the  wards  would  be  too  small. 

The  erection  on  the  other  hand  of  an  additional  building  to 
accommodate  about  300  patients  would  meet  these  objections, 
and  secure  desirable  advantages. 

It  would  afford  more  facilities  for  classification,  a  matter  of 
great  value. 

Under  the  operation  of  the  present  law,  the  proportion  of  a 
certain  class  of  patients  is  much  larger  than  was  the  case  when 
the  present  structure  was  planned.  A  plan  less  expensive  in 
its  execution  would  be  suitable  for  them,  and  60  per  cent,  could 
be  saved  on  this  account  alone. 
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It  would  afford  room  for  many  years  for  all  the  patients 
from  this  hospital  district,  unless  the  law  should  be  still  further 
changed  in  the  direction  of  increased  facilities  for  the  admission 
of  public  patients. 

Nowhere  else  in  the  State  could  new  structures  for  patients 
be  erected  more  economically  than  here,  in  view  of  the  unskilled 
labor  we  have  and  the  machinery  and  buildings  for  carpenter 
work.  The  present  water  supply,  lighting  and  sewer  pipes 
would  only  require  the  necessary  extension  for  use  in  the  new 
buildings. 

The  Hospital  has  an  admirable  location  for  such  a  build¬ 
ing,  the  inmates  of  which  would  have  the  benefit  of  an  extended, 
well  laid  out  and  planted  lawn,  ready  for  their  enjoyment  and 
profit. 

Whether  the  plan  here  suggested  be  accepted  and  carried 
out,  or  the  end  desired  be  reached  in  some  other  way,  may  not 
be  of  such  great  importance ;  but  inactivity  cannot  fail  to  bring' 
about  the  deterioration  of  the  male  wards  as  a  curative  institu¬ 
tion. 

For  reasons  which  seemed  to  justify  it,  the  patients’  annual 
picnics  were  suspended  during  the  year  1887.  The  present 
summer  they  were  again  observed  with  the  usual  success.  Of 
the  males  3^per  cent,  did  not  attend,  and  of  the  females  6  per 
cent,  remained  away.  In  squads  of  from  fifty  to  eighty  the 
afternoons  from  two  to  seven  o’clock  were  spent  in  the  woods. 
No  serious  attempt  at  elopement  was  made,  and  a  few  only 
failed  to  enter  into  the  spirit  of  the  occasion.  Refreshments 
were  liberally  supplied,  consisting  of  beef  and  ham  sandwiches, 
rolls,  butter,  fruit  spreads, pickles,  peanuts,  ice  water,  coffee,  ice 
cream,  cake,  segars  for  the  men,  and  a  pinch  of  snuff  for  some  of 
the  old  ladies. 

It  has  been  a  long-cherished  desire  to  have  arrangements 
that  permit  the  attendants  to  take  their  meals  in  their  own  din¬ 
ing-rooms,  sexes  apart.  This  end  has  been  reached  this  year. 
It  seems  a  reasonable  way  of  doing  things ;  for  the  patients, 
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wlio  cannot  fail  under  tlie  old  custom,  of  harboring’  annoying* 
suspicions,  that  as  between  them  and  the  attendants  impartial¬ 
ity  does  not  prevail  in  the  distribution  of  the  food, — for  the  at¬ 
tendants  who  are  entitled  to  the  opportunity  of  doing  their 
work  often  unpleasant,  with  stomach  full,  and  of  filling  it  in 
peace  and  removed  from  ward  associations. 

In  the  medical  and  moral  treatment  of  the  patients  no 
changes  have  been  introduced  requiring  mention.  Progress, 
however,  has  been  aimed  at  and,  I  believe,  made.  Every  year 
*  has  witnessed  improvement  and  enlargement  in  the  means  of 
doing  the  work  of  an  institution  of  this  kind,  and  every  talent 
has  been  used. 

The  house  having  generally  been  crowded,  and  the  prevail¬ 
ing  price  of  most  of  the  commodities  required  for  the  mainte¬ 
nance  of  a  Hospital,  low,  it  has  been  possible  from  the  current 
income,  to  make  some  necessary  additions  to  the  means  of  car¬ 
ing  for,  and  treating  the  inmates.  In  design  none  of  these  are 
believed  to  be  fanciful,  but  suited  to  meet  permanent  wants  of 
the  institution  and  of  the  insane.  In  construction  they  are  as 
economical,  as  a  proper  regard  for  durability  would  permit. 
They  are,  therefore,  lasting  additions  to  the  State’s  property, 
and  to  the  appliances  here  provided  for  the  relief  of  some  of  her 
most  afflicted  citizens.  It  is  hardly  an  exaggeration  to  say  that 
every  inmate  of  the  Hospital  will  in  some  degree,  one  way  or  an¬ 
other,  have  profit  from  the  investment  thus  made. 

Not  to  repeat  what  has  been  already  mentioned  under  this

head  in  your  reports  to  the  Committee  on  Lunacy,  it  will  be 

proper  to  refer  here  to  the  following  items : 

An  ice  house  was  built  according  to  the  ideas  (to  prevent 
waste)  obtained  from  the  Knickerbocker  Ice  Company.  The 
sides  are  made  of  five  thicknesses  of  matched  pine  boards,  and 
three  of  felt,  separated  by  air  spaces.  The  roof  has  a  few  lay¬ 
ers  less,  the  outer  one  consisting  of  cypress  shingles.  It  has 
improved  machinery  for  lifting  the  ice  in,  is  divided  by  a  parti¬ 
tion  in  the  middle,  has  a  capacity  of  900  tons,  and  is  located  as 
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near  to  the  place  where  the  ice  is  to  he  used  as  practicable.  The 
smaller  structure  it  succeeds  was  hastily  and  cheaply  erected  in 
1872.  With  proper  usage  and  timely  protection  by  paint  the 
new  building  should  last  ten  times  fifteen  years. 

The  purchase  of  a  farm  without  any  buildings  worth  repair¬ 
ing,  made  the  erection  of  a  barn  a  necessity.  By  preparing 
.stabling  in  it  for  the  farm  horses,  more  room  for  milk  cows  is  se¬ 
cured  in  the  old  barn.  It  is  a  frame  structure,  substantially 
built,  with  the  stabling  for  twenty-four  horses  entirely  above 
ground,  well  lighted  and  ventilated,  supplied  within  and  with¬ 
out  Avith  water  from  the  Hospital  reservoir.  The  stable  on  its 
three  exposed  sides  is  protected  against  the  sun  by  an  8-foot 
Avide  awning  of  boards  covered  with  tin.  Its  dimensions  are  48 
feet  by  112J-  feet,  and  the  tAvo  mows  respectively  17  and  22  feet 
high. 

Almost  every  year  since  the  work  on  the  buildings  Avas  com¬ 
menced  something  was  done  at  the  grading,  planting  and  con¬ 
structing  of  roads  and  walks  on  the  front  lawn.  This  work  is 
now  substantially  finished,  and  the  result  AArell  justifies  the  labor 
and  thought  bestowed  upon  it.  The  iron  fence  described  in  a 
former  report  has  been  extended  480  feet,  and  now  encloses  its 
entire  front  of  527  yards.  The  railroad  siding  has  been  remoAred 
and  located  on  the  lots  purchased  for  the  purpose ;  it  is  at  pres¬ 
ent  being  built  on  a  plan  that  will  permit  of  its  easy  extension  to 
the  boiler-house  and  store  rooms. 

In  the  last  report  an  enclosure  with  covered  passage -Avay 
A\ras  described ;  consisting  of  a  brick  Avail  on  one  side  of  a  tAvo- 
yard-Avide  brick  or  coal-tar  pavement,  on  the  other  of  iron  posts 
(old  boiler  tubes)  and  roof  nine  feet  Avide  of  matched  pine  boards 
and  tin  ;  159  yards  of  this  had  been  constructed,  around  parts  ot 
airing  courts.  It  seemed  so  well  adapted  to  the  purpose,  and 
added  so  much  to  the  enjoyment  of  certain  classes  of  the  pa¬ 
tients,  that  349  yards  of  the  same  structure  liaATe  since  been 
erected. 

The  attractions  of  the  chapel  and  its  exercises  luwe  been  in- 
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creased  by  a  handsome  pipe-organ  from  the  celebrated  factory 
of  Hook  &  Hastings,  Boston.  This  instrument  has  1,040  pipes, 
two  manuals  and  twenty-four  registers.  In  the  daily  evening 
and  Sabbath  afternoon  services  535  patients  and  a  proportion¬ 
ate  number  of  employes  enjoy  its  tones. 

A  Steinway  Square  Piano  has  also  been  put  into  one  of  the 
wards. 

About  sixteen  acres  of  the  newly  acquired  farm  land  too 
wet  for  profitable  cultivation,  but  from  its  surface  inclination 
susceptible  of  improvement,  was  thoroughly  underdrained  with 
tile,  mostly  by  patients'  labor. 

In  the  long  enclosed  wooded  ravine  to  the  south  of  the  Hos¬ 
pital,  daily  resorted  to  by  female  patients  during  the  summer,  a 
number  of  settees  have  been  placed  in  addition  to  those  already 
there. 

A  new  platform  of  oak,  150  x  6  feet,  resting  on  cast-iron 
supports  and  closed  in  on  one  side  with  galvanized  gas-pipe 
railing,  makes  the  constant  transfer  of  invalids  and  visitors  be¬ 
tween  the  Hospital  and  the  trains  on  the  I).  L.  &  W.  R.  R.,  both 
more  easv  and  more  safe. 

In  an  establishment  of  this  kind  it  is  important  to  have  a  re¬ 
liable  record  of  the  order  and  time  of  the  movement  through  the 
house  of  the  watch-people  and  night  nurses.  An  electrical 
watchman’s  clock  with  thirty-three  stations  has  been  placed  in 
the  main  office.  It  accomplishes  this  purpose. 

The  outside  wood,  iron  and  tin  work  has  been  repainted 
where  necessary,  and  the  painting  and  rough-casting  of  the 
whole  building  examined  and  renewed  where  such  work  was 
called  for.  Much  of  the  interior  wood  work  has  also  been  re¬ 
oiled  and  repainted. 

The  four  new  boilers  for  which  an  appropriation  was  made 
two  years  ago  have  been  put  in  place  and  are  now  in  use. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  during  another 
two  years  of  the  following  papers.

Dr.  M.  S.  Seip  having  resigned  the  position  of  assistant 
physician,  closed  his  connection  with  the  Hospital,  of  some  11 
years’  duration,  on  the  13th  of  July,  to  enter  into  private  prac¬ 
tice.  In  addition  to  the  multifarious  regular  duties  skillfully 
discharged  he  gave  much  attention  during  the  last  few  years  to 
the  instruction  of  attendants  in  the  principles  and  practice  of 
nursing  as  required  by  the  insane.  In  this  field,  until  recently 
so  uncultivated,  he  showed  much  aptness  and  did  very  useful 
work. 

Dr.  Aldrich,  also,  quite  recently  gave  up  his  position,  after 
having  discharged  its  duties  with  energy  and  conscientiousness 
for  three  years* 

The  vacancies  thus  occasioned  have  been  filled  by  the  ap¬ 
pointment  of  Drs.  Charles  E.  Mayberry  and  Theodore  Diller, 
physicians,  whose  moral  character  standing  in  their  classes  in 
the  most  exacting  medical  schools  of  the  country  and  experi¬ 
ence,  promise  the  greatest  advantage  to  the  inmates  of  the  Hos¬ 
pital,  from  their  connection  with  it. 

The  other  officers  have  continued  to  fill  their  places  with 
skill  and  faithfulness.  The  vast  majority  of  all  the  employes 
have  done  satisfactory  work.  But  it  is  unfortunately  true  that 
the  outside  world  judges  to  a  great  extent  of  a  Hospital  by  the 
standard  of  the  proportionately  small  number  of  worthless  per¬ 
sons  who  from  time  to  time  obtain  places,  and  from  whose  em¬ 
ployment  the  most  painstaking  care  cannot  always  furnish  pro¬ 
tection.  Unobserved  it  may  be,  but  the  weeding  out  process 
goes  on  constantly  with  greater  or  less  activity. 

I  wish,  finally,  to  express  my  great  appreciation  of  your 
continued  confidence  and  kindness.

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ADMISSION  OF  PATIENTS. 


1.  The  law  provides  three  methods  for  the  admission  of 
patients. 

First,  by  an  order  of  Court. 

Second,  by  tlie  authorities  having*  charg*e  of  the  poor, 
whether  ol  a  city,  boroug*h,  county  or  township,  or  other  poor 
district. 

Third,  by  the  friends  of  the  patient. 

2.  "W  hen  a  patient  is  committed  by  Court,  the  order,  or 
warrant,  or  copy  thereof,  by  which  the  person  is  sent,  shall  be 
lodged  with  the  Superintendent. 

3.  hen  a  patient  is  committed  by  the  poor  authorities  or 
by  friends,  the  certificates  of  two  physicians,  according  to  form 
No.  1,  must  be  furnished ;  also  a  bond,  according*  to  form  No.  2 
or  No.  3,  as  the  case  may  be. 

4.  A  history  of  every  patient  should  accompany  him,  as 
called  for  by  form  No.  4. 

5.  The  charges  for  public  patients  are  two  dollars  per 
week,  payable  at  the  end  of  every  quarter.  The  quarters  corre¬ 
spond  with  the  fiscal  year  of  the  State,  and  end  with  the  months 
of  February,  May,  August  and  November.  This  pays  for  medi¬ 
cal  care  and  treatment,  clothing,  etc. 

The  lowest  rate  for  private  patients  is  four  dollars  per 
week,  to  be  paid  at  adihission,  for  thirteen  weeks,  and  at  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  every  quarter  thereafter.  This  does  not  pay  for 
clothing. 

C).  Every  patient  before  admission  shall  be  made  perfectly 
clean,  and  be  free  from  vermin  or  any  contagious  or  infectious 
disease. 

7.  The  obligations  of  the  ninth  eommandmant  are  not  sus- 


pendecl  in  our  intercourse  with  tlie  insane.  In  bringing"  a  pa¬ 
tient  to  the  Hospital  an  irreparable  injury  is  often  done  by  dis¬ 
guising  from  him  the  fact  that  physicians  and  friends  consider 
him  sick,  and  that  it  is  proposed  to  take  him  to  an  hospital, 
where  his  chances  of  being  cured  are  the  best  that  can  be 
afforded  him,  and  whence  he  will  be  taken  home  again  as  soon 
as  he  shall  be  restored.  The  ingenuity  of  the  deception  does 
not  alter  its  character,  nor  does  the  helplessness  of  the  person 
against  whom  it  is  practiced.  Use  force  if  necessary,  and  let 
there  be  enough  of  it  at  the  outset  to  make  it  imposing ;  but  de- 
ception  never. 

8.  A  decent  regard  for  the  feelings  of  female  patients  for¬ 
bids  that  when  they  are  brought  to  the  Hospital  they  should  be 
accompanied  by  males  only. 

9.  Packages  for  patients  sent  by  express  must  be  prepaid 

and  addressed  to  them  in  care  of  the  Hospital. 

Letters  are  not  written  at  stated  times,  but  only  in  answer 
to  inquiries  or  at  the  occurrence  of  serious  illness  or  other  im¬ 
portant  incidents. 

General  visitors  are  admitted  to  the  Hospital  every  week 
day  from  10  to  12  A.  M.  and  from  2  to  4  P.  M.,  but  no  visitors  shall 
he  admitted  to  any  of  the  occupied  wards  without  permission 
from  the  Superintendent,  and  especial  care  is  to  be  taken  that  no 
amount  of  visiting  will  be  permitted  that  shall  pro^e  injurious 
to  the  patients. 

Applications  should  be  made  and  the  proper  blanks  secured 
and  tilled  out  completely  in  every  part  and  legibly,  and  signed 
before  the  patient  is  brought  to  the  Hospital.  Blanks  for  this 
purpose  should  be  obtained  at  the  Hospital,  through  lettei  oi 
otherwise,  or  from  the  Treasurer  or  either  of  the  Trustees.
